To enlighten autl educate comstitu tea 
the supremo function of the public 
prosB. "Whenever it ceases to do that 
its utility s.^& public institution bo- 
conies questionable. Tlio local ov^ni), 
hired out, as it would appear, to de- 
fend everything and anything doiio 
and left undone by its paymasters (the 
Provincial Miniators), has loug; c:easod 
to bo aa onligliteiier. Its businetis 
would flcoin to bo rather to darken and 
niislond. For instance, in a para- 
graph on the League, the other day, 
it represented certaingontleiuen wboiu 
it named as addrer.siug the meoting"iu 
favor of the relaxation Bchenio" and as 
h»Tinq been outvoted by' 'fifteen to six.'' 
Pluming itself on being "in aecord" 
•with the mnjority of the Loaguc(whoni 
it had been in the habit of ridiciuling), 
it undertook to counsel delay in tie 
petition move.nent until the retmn 
from Ottawa of the British Columbia 
representatives. Now, we do not 
know what means the organ had of as- 
certaining what transpired at the meet- 
ings of the League; but we can iufonn 
it that, upon the occasion refeired to, 
the "six" gentlemen named simply 
•nd solely advocated delay dutil the 
return of our mem here, the "tiftetu" 
urging the promulgation of of the pe- 
tition to the Quten without waiting for 
anybody or thing. It will be perceiv- 
ed, therefore, that it was withthe min- 
ority, not the majority, the organ was 
"in accord" this time — it was fcund 
on Thursday recommending precisely 
what the "six" had advocated in oppo- 
sition to the "fifteen," two duvM be- 
fore! Then, again, turning to yester- 
day's issue, it shed a whole column of 
ink for the obvious purpose of darken- 
ing and mistifying tbv diplomatic mess 
made by its masters. It representH 
Mr. Edgar as having come to British 
Columbia as a private gentleman for a 
mere friendly chut, and it seeks to 
justify Mmisters in refusing to nego- 
tiate with him. But Mr. Mackenzie 
said in bis letter to Mr. Waikem that 
Mr. Edgar was sent out for ihoexprosa 
purpose of conferring with the Provin- 
cial Government rnd iu:ckivino their 
views on the railway policy of the 
Domiuion Government. Now, was it 
possible to "leceivo" their views with- 
out first laying befoie them the rail- 
way policy ? This he proceedtd iu 
due course to do, stating explicitly at 
the time that he did so otlicially, un- 
der the instructions of the Canadian 
Premier: Bat, instead . of receiving 
their views, he received a rude and 
gratuitous insult — an insult alike to 
principal and agent. The defence at- 
tempted to be sot lip fur Mr. \Valkeni 
is at beat very Weak. It is cuiitendeJ 
that he was quite right to be careful 
about committing the Government, 
until he knew that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment would be held. Now, it is 
simply absurd to protend that negotia- 
tions had reached that point at which 
either party could possibly think of 
being bound. It was tor the two Gov- 
ernments to negotiate the basis of new 
Terms. Only the first preliminary 
step had bcnn taken. Had that 
step been properly followed up hy the 
Provincial Government couteiidiu^' 
for bettor Terms, — .sa}' two millions 
and a half as the minimum expendi- 
ture, and the work of railway 
construction to be begun on the Main- 
land(at two or more points beyond the 
Cascudos) iie-x.t ypar, the lino between 
Esquimult ami Nanaimo to be coia- 
meuced thi.s year at both ends and the 
middle and completed in two years- 
there is good reason for liolioviiig bet- 
ter Terms would have boon conceded, 
and thac the negotiations would in 
due tinio have readied that stage at 
whicli the mind would naturally turn 
to the subject of bunds, oecuri- 
ties and the like. But even then, 1st il 
be noted, i" would be Piirlianients and 
Peoples, not ilinistors or Agont.s, that 
■would make things binding. Does 
Mr. Walkem roally imagino that he 
would have had the right, even if he 
possessed the power, to bind British 
Columbia? It bad been distinctly and 
unanimously declared by Parliament 
that no proposal lor any change in the 
railway obligation should l)o maLlo 
binding save l>y the people llieiiidtdvus. 
"Where then was ttio danger V ^Vhere 
the comuieudable cnutiuu V There 
was danger; but it was to the Min- 
isters thoiuselvo'^, not the country 
Knowing right well that to go on wiUi 
negotiations aud bring them to u head 
involved dissoiiitiou and a gtiieral 
election, and conscious of whut that 
process imported to theiu aud their 
"Silent Brigade," they trumped up 
the paltry quibble about credentials. 
T.ilkiug about croden,i lis, the organ 
should l)e the last to raise th6 point, 
for we find in its editorial columns 
the following passage: — 

"The mover in tiio City Cpunoil 
took me prucauiion lur his own guid- 
aobeto ascortuiu that Mr. Edgar is tho 
accredited agent of the Dominion Gov- 
ernmant in thin Province, 'an asserliou 
ve have constantly made and one 
which the information given Mr. 
Dewdney bj Mr. Mackenzie cunlirms." 

But whtn tl.e organ maue taut state- 
ment, which is undoubtedly true, it 
did not forsee the terrible strait to 
which its mastoib were to bo biojght 
for au exou89 for averting a g.eaoral

JIo said, lho lufition 
tlinl 1 now pioi)o.so to bring before tlii.s 
honorable Ilonso 1 liavo requested to 
•stand oil several occasions, for tho ren- 
Kou that I wislinil tho report <<t the 
3'aigineofH of tlio Canadian Pacific 
lifliiway to bo in the hands of mem- 
bers before I moved tho resolution, 
when they would be bettor able to un- 
(b-rstand thi.s inijiortant ([uestion, viz., 
tho rouLo and leriniuus of the Canadian 
Pucitic in tbe west. ' I believo this is 
tho lirst time the (UiOHiion of routo or 
terminus on tho Pacific has boon 
Ijrouglit before Parliament.ezcept by 
one member from British Columbia 
who, on more than ono occasion, did 
ask quo.stionm of tho IMiniHtors of the 
day, and endeavored to drivo tliein in- 
to pletlging ihoiiisol vo.s to a |)articiilar 
toriuiiiua before they know whether it 
could bo reached by any other means 
than by a balloon ; and I should feel 
(lillidetit ill doing ko now, when the 
reijoi'a of the Engineers aro daily 
expected to bo laid on tho table, was I 
not aware that the session is drawing 
to a close; nnd so favorable an oppor- 
tunity might not present itteif again. 
1 alsju feel sure that tho knowledge 1 
have of tlie eoiuiti v and tlio different 
routes surveyed, gained partly wb.lo 
engaged on thoCui a.han Paeilic Kail- 
way hin'vey.but inosi ly during my long 
.sojourn of something like sixttioii 
years in tho Provinco o( British Col- 
umbia, and having spent almost two- 
thirds of that tinio iu the niountaina, 
will bo the means of givingKoino blight 
weiyht to tbo remarks I have to make, 
the coast line of British Columbia 
commences at the 49 o of north lati- 
tude, and runs north to Alaska jn 
ialiiude 55 ^ ; tho sotitliern end of 
ViiiK.'ouver Island is also in aliout 
•18° 20 lain., and e.tlouds north soiuo 
oUO luilcs. I ]juj]jui>e, fur the prescui, 
to confine your attention to the coast 
lino from lho 49 ° ])arallel to an inlet 
called Bute Inlet, also tho s-^utbern 
portion of Vancouver Island and the 
important harbors that exist in that 
portion of the Province. Thoy aro 
four in iiuinbor, viz., E.squiiualt, Bur- 
lard Inlet, Howe Sound aud Bute In- 
let. I Hhall now ask you, Mr. Spea- 
ker. to keoj) in your mind's eve the 
relalive position of thoso four IiarLors 
while I tnko you to a point in the in- 
terior of our Province, c&l.ed Kam- 
loops, a Riuall town that at no distant 
period, 1 behevo, will become a large 
city,9itURtoil as it is in tho hoart of 
Diir agricultural ;ind grazing lands, and 
from which several roads radiate to 
ilifl'oront sections of our Province. At 
this place many of the railway routes 
surveyed in 1872 and '73 connect, and 
it i>j from that point to the coast that 
tbe greatest diliioulties have l oon met 
with. Between the 4:'J ° parallel and 
Bute Inlet no less than four line."? havu 
been run through the Cascade range 
of mouDtaina, viz., Burrard lulet and 
Kamloops, via Coquhalla river.Burrard 
Inlet xud Kamloops, via Fraser and 
Tlioniption rivero — Howe Sound and 
Kamloops— and Bute Inlot, to a point 
some soventy-six miles above Kam- 
loops, on tho North Tbompson river. 
Tho first route I know something of, 
Ijavjn.'j had tho hunor of taking cbargo 
of lli(3 iiarty that ran tho lino through 
tbo Cascade range; tliis, I believe, (and 
I have the consent of the chiof engi- 
noor for atating) was found to bo next 
to impiacticable — at all events extro- 
moly objectionable. The second, 
Uui-'rarcl Inlet to Kamloops, via Frntier 
and Tlioiupson rivers, was surveyed in 
1872. Tiio plans and records of it 
were, I believe, ticsiroyed at tho Into 
i disastrous fire, but should they exist, 
I feel sure that tho survey was of suon 
a character that even an approximato 
estimato could not be mndo of the cost 
of the work. Tlio survey, however, es- 
tablishod this fact, that a lino could 
be obtained fro;n Burrard luiot to 
Kamloops with a grade not exceeding 
ten to fifteen feet per niile. Th s 
route I know intimately, having tra- 
velled over rit a dozen times. I am 
awaro thai oonsiderablo eiiginoo.ing 
dilliculties exist for about twenly miles 
in tho canons of tbo I'ruser, as well as 
on-8ome jjojats oa the TUompsou Ui- 
'vor, but when I toll j'on, Mr. Speaker, 
th.at soijio twelve year.s ago our young 
cuuiitry was able Lo Cvjn.-.truct a waggon 
roatl LS to '2(1 fot:t m width through 
this canon to Savana'^i l'\iiy,at a cost 
of J8;iO,Ul)0, distance lii3, an average 
of i?l5,315 per mile, I do not think with 
tho present improved appliances for 
workiufjf in rock witii giant. powdof,auil 
nitro glyceiiiie, coupled with incrcaHcd 
engineering skill, we might be afraid 
to tackle it. So much for that route. 
Tlio Howe Sound and Kamloops routo 
I know pretty well, at any rale I am 
ncquaihted with the parts of it where 
tlie greatest difiiculty exlsit.i. This, I 
believe, (as suon us you read tho m- 
ginooi's roportj vrdl bo found to bo 
very objectionable. I now come to 
tho Bute Inlot route. I must ask bon. 
genllcuKn to recollect that on this 
routo thuro aro grades of 115 foot per 
mile.whilo on the route I am advoca- 
ting, viz: I'^-afior and Thouipson ilivor, 
tho grade would not exceed hfteon 
foet per mile except, probably, whou a 
slijf lit iricrease of grade in a few ox- 
copiioua! places would considerably 
lesson the cost of construction. 1 
must now htato that in the district I 
have tho honor of ropro3eriting,as well 
aH in that of Now 'NVoslmiuBler, tboro 
is a feeling that. .-the country from 
Kamloops to Fort Hone on tho Frasov 
Eivej.' liM not been aumoiently survey- 
^;u^,4st(ulto .£Ui^ oat rvftUy ii ja* 



difficulties of getting a route for a 
rai.'wayin that direction aro as for- 
midable as wUibo encouutcred on the 
route via Bute inlot or other mote 
northerly ones. I would, tberei'oro,. 
respectfully request tbo Governiueut 
to cause sncli surveys to bo made of 
tho section of country referred to 
during tho coming, Bummer as will 
thoroughly set the matted at rest;'" In 
asking tho Government to have the 
above Hurvoys made I do not in any 
w".; wish to convoy the idea that it is 
with tho object of ofl'ering- obstruction 
as lo tho adoption of tbo lino to the 
sea-board of British Columbia, but 
simply to be quite certain that before 
commenoing the work of construction 
of tho railway on the mainland of Bri- 
tish Columbia tho best possible lino 
miyiit be dotormined on,iiot only for 
the development of the Province of 
British Columbia, but also for ensur- 
ing over the railway tho greatest jjos- 
siblo amount of through trade from 
China and Japan, as woU as that b3- 
tweentho Paeilic and tbe westerly por- 
tions of the Dominion. I believe 1 am 
correct in stating that a remarkably 
favorable line fur tho railway has al- 
ready been obtained from Fort G;irry 
to Ivaniloopa. ami it appears to ino if 
a feasible route can be (djlained con- 
nuctiiig Kamloops Tvilli tiic Harbor of 
Burrard Inlot that such a lino w«uld 
have commercial advantages over anv 
other that might reach the sea-board 
further to the north. A railw.ay ter- 
minating at Burrard Inlet can willioiu 
difficulty bo connected by a short 
branch lino over nearly a level ctiuniiy 
with Puget Sound and the railway 
system now built or in course of con- 
struction, from thence thiough Wnsh- 
ington, Oregon nivl Califoiiiiaaiid'tlius 
avail itself for its Western termini o. 
tho two best points on tho Pacific 
coast, Burrard Inlet in Canadian and 
Puget Sound in the American Terri- 
tory. This most iriiporlantconnection 
cannot be partically efreeted if the 
terminating jioint of tho Canadian 
Paeilic should bo to the north of Burr 
ard inlet. A line of railway by tile 
bouthorn portion of British Columbia, will 
unqur(<tionably pass through tBat portion 
of the Province where the greatest extent 
of agricultural country exists, viz: in the 
Yale and New Westminster districts 
Large deposits of ricli silver ore and coal 
have also been discovred and only await 
a railway to be deve'opcd. In conclusion 
I will say that shoald tho result of tho 
surveys I have now asked for show tliat a 
more favorable route exists for the Can- 
adian Pacific further to the north, then I 
feel convinced that tbo peo])leof tho Yale 
and Now Westminster districts will ac- 
cept the verdict without a murmur, and 1 
lioliovo tho inhabitants of the Dominion 
at large will feel better satislied that every 
posaible effort has been made liy tho Gov- 
ernment to ensure tho very best line for 
the ntttion's highway. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie sunpo'od tho hon. 
mornbor would bo oontent with liaving 
brought this matter before Parliament, 
and withdraw hia resolution, Tho Ciov- 
erument were entirely nncninmittod to 
any part ionlar pass through the Cascade 
Range. Surveying parties were at work 
in British jColttmbia, ani tbe Governtnont 
would not decide upon any route until 
after their reports were aubmittod. 

The resolution was then withdrawn.
